William Gray, a well-known young 
farmer of Hancock county, Ky., died at 
the Norton Memorial Infirmary at 11:45 
o'clock this morning from bullet wounds 
which he received Wednesday flight in 
a pistol and knife duel with Ab Adkins 
at Hnwesville, Ky. His father, John 
Gray, a prominent ciliien of Hawes- 
•ille, was at his beuaicit tVfl<?tl he pas- 
sed away. 

The body will probably be taken to 
Hawesville for burial. 

Gray was brought to Louisville on 
Thursdav morning for treatment. He 
ras hurried from the depot to the In- 
irmary, where an operation was imme- 
iatelv performed in hopes of saving 
lis life. For the first time it was feared 
hat the wounds would prove fatal, He 
lad three wounds, one in the arm, one- 
through the body under the heart and 
another penetrating the bowels. 

The tragedy occurred on the crowded 
streets of Hawesville on Wednesday 
ight at 11 o'clock, just us the street 
dr was breaking up for the night. The 
ght is supposed to have resulted over 
quarrel growing out of jealousy over 
young woman. Gray used a knife 
and Adkins a revolver. 

In the deadly struggle Adkins re- 
ceived stab wounds about the face and 
neck. He narrowly escaped bleeding

methods of growing a few of the 
most widely grown farm crops 
have been given. Dy study and 
enreful attention to details It Is pos- 
sible for a farmer to make a good 
profit raising common produce for the 
general market Much greater re- 
turns, however, may be obtained by 
specializing in some particular line 
and selling the products on a special 
mnrket 

One of the most profitable special 
Hues that can be followed Is breeding 
Improved seed corn. This Is souie- 




ttioroughly ench raw SfhMS It t« 
better to drill the tori I" the breed 
ing plot since It I* too narrow i<> cul- 
tivate to adtUDtSg* crosswise. Two 
or three bonier rows shou'd he [limited 
around the edges or the plot 

Care of the Breeding Plot. 
The breeding l"«'t should not l>e fer 
tilised nny better than any of the oth 
er fields on the farm, and the prepara- 
tion of the need bed and cultivation 
should be the same. The prime oh 
Ject Is to develop n strain of corn thut 
will yield well under average Held con 
dltions. The extra work that is put ou 
the breeding plot should be applied to 
the com Itself and not to the soil 
About the time cultivation ceases all 
suckers should be cut off. This can l>c 
quickly done with n straight bladed 
corn knife. These suckers take nour 
tshment needed by the good stalks 
and produce Inferior pollen to fertilize 
the silks. 

The most Important part of the work 
Is detassellng. When the tnssels begin 
to appear go through l he plot and 
carefully pull them out from every 
other row. This should !«• done every 
day for n week or more— as long as 
tassels continue to appear. At the 
same time nny Imperfect stalks In the 
other rows should he gStiSSlllfli If 
there are any rows that show S mark- 
ed tendency lo sucker, curry the ears 
too high or low or have any other 
marked defect, they should be dotns 
selcd also 

Comparing the Yields. 
As soou as the coru Is all ripe the 
trs from the tweuly-live dStSSSSlsd 
>ws should be husked, keeping the 
produce of each row separate. The 
corn from the tnsseled rows, ns welLns 
from the Imperfect rows that were de 
t.'issHcd and from the border rows, 
ihuuld be discarded.
